* require more Application and Under- 
ſtanding, than the Argument taken from 
the Propheſy does, or than falls to the 
Share of the Bulk of Mankind. But 
with how much Truth this is affirmed, 
will appear to any one, who conſiders 
that thoſe other Arguments are for the 
moſt part Appeals to the very Senſes and 
Reaſon of Man ; whereas this of Propheſy, 
depends upon the Authority of the Re- 
vealer, and the Comparing the Propheſy 
with the Event, which requires ſome Skill 
in the Original Languages: As he cannot 
but ſee from his own Performance. Nei- 
ther will it be poſſible for any Tranſac- 
tion of the BIB LE whatſoever to reme- 
dy this ; for after all the Care that can 
be taken, there will be ſomething of the 
Original unexpreſſed; as we find in all 
Tranſlations, as well of the Ancient as of 
the Modern Languages. However, not- 
withſtanding he lays the whole Streſs or 
Dependence of Chriſtianity upon this Teſt * 
only, yet we here have the Author a- 
greeing with me, That there are Argu- 
ments of another Nature, upon which 
the Proof of it is acknowledged to de- 
pend as well as this of Prophely ; and for 
any thing he has ſhewn, in a more de-

monſtrative Way. And ſure no Man can 
be ſo thoughtleſs as not to perceive, that 
Arguments of different ' Natures, may al- 
ſo be of different Weight. This ought 
to have been our Author's firft Conſide- 
ration, wherein the Uſe of his Logick, in 
meaſuring the Strength of a Proof taken 
from Propheſy, might have ſpared him 
abundance .of needleſs Pains, as well as 
his whole Labour upon Sureubuſius. But 
ſince without any Conſideration of the 
Logical Nature of the Proof, viz. Whe- 
ther it be Demonſtrative, or only Pro- 
bable, or the like, he has made Chri- 
* /tianity entirely to depend upon this of 
F Prophecy, the Falſity of which I have 
ſufficiently ſhewn : It will be proper to 
conſider the Manner wherein this is done. 
Having laboured to evince, what was 
never denied, That the Apoſtles prove 
Chriſtianity from the Propheſies of the 
Old Teftament, he goes on to ſhew, That 
they are all of a Typical or Allegorical 
Nature. But to point out the Falſity of 
this, I ſhall now proceed to the Proof of 
the next Head, 


II. That tho? ſome of the Propheſies of the

IT is already proved, contrary to the 
Tendency of our Author's Argument, 
That Chriſtianity does not ſolely and en- 
tirely depend, for the Proof of its Truth 
and Certainty, upon the Propheſies of the 
Old Teſtament : Much leſs, it there be any 
Expreſs and Literal propheſies, can it be 
ſuppoſed, as the Author makes it, with 


any tolerable Senſe, to have its entire De- 


pendance upon the Typical or Allegorical 
Ones. To ſhew therefore, that the Typz- 
cal Propheſies are not the main Evidence, 
it will only be needful to Point out ſome 


of the Literal Ones. This I ſhall pro- 


ceed to do, having firſt made this Gene- 
ral Obſervation. | 


THraT, one great End of the Pro- 
heſies about the Meſſias was to give 
ome Hints or Notice of the Purpoſe of 
Gop concerning him. Now, from the 
Thing itſelf, it plainly appears, that Go p 


gave out theſe Propheſies, and thereby re- 


vealed his Purpoſe of ſending the Meſſias, 
by ſow Degrees, ſometimes giving a Pro- 
mile or Character of him, and after ſome 
conſiderable Space of Time another, as 
his Infinite Wiſdom judged it proper; 
and this not in one unitorm Way, but 
in different Methods.

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St. Paul obſerves, That GOD at ſus- 
dry Times and in divers Manners ſpake 
in Times val by the Prophets, declar- 
ing ſome Part of his Will only : But the 
more fully to complete theſe Revelations 
of his Purpoſe, i» theſe laſt Days hath

y by Him given a more full Diſcovery 


® of it. Whence it will neceſſarily follow,

FX briefly confirm. Our Saviour eviden 


and receive that 
more full Diſcovery from Him and his 
Diſciples only. This will be found a Con- 
= ſideration of great Weight, in the Ma- 
nagement of the preſent Controverſy ;

They carry the Chriſtiaus Books 
and Evidences for them, as St. Auſtin 
acutely obſerves, and Go p hath there.

lous Aſſertors of thoſe Divine Oracles, 
which prove that our Jzsus whom 
they deny, is the very CHRIST.

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Propheſies can be myſtically applied, or 
elſe fairly acknowledge that they are al- 
ready juſtly applied and rightly fulfilled 
in the Perſon of JES VS CHRIS, and in 
Him only. Tis certain, that amongſt tlie 
Many, who then took upon them to per- 
ſonate the Meſſias, not one, our S AV 1- 
o ux only excepted, did pretend to this; 
but merely ſet up for Temporal Deliverers, 
according to the then prevailing Notions 
of the Ferws; and how they all miſcar- 
ried in their Pretenſions, is evident from 


the Hiſtory of Joſephus. 
'- Nor does what I have here faid of 


theſe Propheſies, upon the Suppoſition that 


they are all Myſtical, any way 1aterfere 


with what I have advanced before, of 
the Foundation upon which thoſe that are 


really Myſtical juſtly depend: For, accord- 
ws to this General Hypotheſis, they will 
a l 


be firmly eſtabliſhed upon the ſame 
Footing, as I ſhall now proceed to ſhew. 


| For Gov, as I obſerved, having de- 


termined” in ſome Meaſure to conceal his 


Purpoſe of the Redemption of Mankind 


by the Death of his Sox, was pleaſed to 
diſcover himſelf by flow Degrees, giving 


out various Types and Allegorical Prophe- 
ſies of Him, at very diſtant Times, and 


by the Means of different Men, whom

He aſſiſted for this Purpoſe, as his Infinite 
Wiſdom deemed it proper; and to this 
End ſo formed the Ceremonies of the 
Law, He then gave his People, as to 
make it a Fore-runner and Shadow of bet- 
ter Things to come, which the Son of 
G OD was appointed to diſcover. 


'T HE. Time therefore for the complete 
Revelation of his Purpoſe being fully come, 
Go no longer ſuffered it to lie concealed 
under theſe Myſteries, but ſent his Sox 
into the World with Commiſſion to re- 
veal his Will to it, and to explain, in a 
full and explicit Manner, what He had be- 
fore intended in the Types, and Shadows 
of the Law, and Predictions a his Pro- 


phets. 


IN S of which Gommition, 
our SAVviouUR, who mr himſelf 
to be That Fon of GOD many other 

| infallible Proofs, — — Things, not 
only to the Jem as Occaſion offered, but 
moſt particularly to his Apoſtles, unto 
whom He transferred his Commiſſion in 
this Particular; and to qualify them for it 
Ile not only himſelf wed their Unaer- 
ſtandings that they might underſtand the 
Scriptures, Expounding or making plain 
to their Capacities, thro' the -whole Body 
of them, Me: Things, the Types and Fi- 
gures,

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gures, concerning himſelf; but alſo ſent to 
their Aid the HoLyYy GHOST, to bring 
all Things to their Remembrance, as well 
in this, as all other Caſes, whatſoever he 
had ſaid unio them. They therefore be- 
ing thus inſtructed by CHR IST, and aſ- 
lied by the Houy Grosr, preached 
theſe Things to the World; and by their 
Writings, in their Goſpels and Epiſiles, 
have tranſmitted them down to all Po- 
ſterity. 


Sueros ix therefore, that all the 
Propheſies of the Old Teſtament relating 
to the Me ſſias were Typical and Allegori- 
cal, yet are we certain that we have the 
true Interpretation of them in the Net, 
the Writers of it being inſpired or aſſiſted 
by the fame SyrrIiT by which the Wri- 
ters of the Old were. And having by 
theſe Means the true Interpretations of 
them transferred to us, we have from 
thence infallible Certainty that our SAV I- 
os Pretenſions were juſt, it being ut- 
terly impoſſible, as I obſerved before, that 
ſo many Propheſies, containing ſo many 
Perſonal Characters, with ſuch Variety of 
Circumſtances, ſhould all exactly con- 
cur in, or be applied to, any one Man 
without the Deſignation of an eſpecial 
Providence, or the immediate Hand of 
Go p.

That all the Propheſies are Myſtical; ” 
to ſhew how weak his Argument is even 
upon his own Bottom, and that Chri- 
ſtianit) would, upon theſe very Terms, 
ſtand in no need of being ©* + eſtabliſh- 
ed by the Rabbins; nor be any ways 
affected by all the Author's Critical Per- 
formance. 
HAN thus inſiſted on the Proof 
of the ſeveral Heads at firſt propoſed; I 
| ſhall now, in the Cloſe, make ſome Ob- 
ſervations upon the Whole. 


1. From the Collation I have made 
of ſome of the Types of the Old Teſtament 
with the Antetypes to which they anſwer 


in the New, and that in an exact Ana- 


logy or Proportion, it is plain, that this 
Method cannot be charged with any Ab- 
ſurdity or Diſagreement. Nor has the Au- 
thor any where endeavoured to ſhew, that 
they do not correſpond with each other ; 
or pretended to take off the Arguments

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upon which the Reaſonableneſs of this Me- 
thod is founded; and ſo long as theſe re- 
main unanſwered, his whole Work is of 
no Importance. Tis true, he tells us, in 
ſtating, as he pretends, + The Nature of 
Typical or Allegorical Proofs and Rea- 
ſoning, © That + to ſuppoſe Paſſages ci- 
«© ted, explained, and argued from in any 
„other Method than what is agreea- 
© ble to the common Rules of Gram- 
% mar and Logick, ſeems very extraor- 
4 dinary and difficult to underftand and 
to reduce to Rules.” But others, it 
ſeems, are of a different Opinion, and think 
that * © The Emblems and Figures which 
“the Prophets make uſe of, are as capa- 
ble of being reduced under Rules, as the 
Terms of any Art or Science whatſoever.” 
But why, the common Rules of Grammar 
and Logick are not, in all Caſes, ſuffici- 
ent to explain the Holy Scriptures, is 
not fo difficult a Matter to be accounted 
for; if it be conſidered, that Grammar 
and Logick are only deſigned for human 
Purpoſes, and not as Rules to 1nterpret 
the Myſteries of the Sacred .

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ferent Nature, muſt conſequently be ex- 
plained by Rules of a quite different Na- 
ture, vis. Such as are taken from the Na- 
ture of thoſe Myſteries, as Grammar is 
taken from the Nature of Language, and 
Lag ick from the Nature of human Rea- 
ſon. The Subject Matter is different, and 
therefore the Rules muſt be different 
likewiſe. But why mult Grammar and 
Logic be only conſulted in this Caſe? 
One would have reaſonably expected that 
he, who had been ſpeaking ſo much of Al- 
legories aid Figures, would have rather 
made uſe of Rethorick, in ſtating the Na- 
ture of them. —— 


2. SINCE the Types of the Old Teſ;a- 
ment agree in ſo exact a Proportion with 
the Matters for which they are quoted 
in the New, and ſince they compleatly 
anſwer the original Intent or Deſign of 
them, viz. To comprehend, and yet con- 
ceal the ſecret Will of God; it will 
hence follow, That tho? they are not the 

ſole Baſis upon which it depends, they are 
very conducive to the ſtrengthening of 
our Faith; becauſe they diſcover to us 
the wonderful Myſteries of Providence, and 
ſhew in what exact Order and Agreement 
every thing is brought about. For as the 
exquiſite Beauty, and univerſal en, 

0 
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of the Works of the Creation beget in us 
a Satisfaction, and eſtabliſh our Faith in 
the CREATOR: So the Diſcovery of the 
regular and extraordinary Manner, in 
which Go brings theſe Things about to 
eſſect the ſecret Council of his Will, makes 
us admire and acquieſce in his gracious 
Providence. And therefore, as far as this 
laying open the ſecret Purpoſes of GO 
can: be a Proof, ſo far are the Types of 
the Old Teſtament explained in the New, 
a Proof of the Truth of Chriſtianity. The 
Argument proceeds 4 poſteriori, from the 
Effect to the Cauſe : The Types and My- 
ſteries ſo exactly fulfilled inferring the 
Providence of God; it being impoſſible 
to account for ſuch an Effect without the 
Suppoſition of ſuch a Cauſe. So that the 
Steps. which Providence took, which are 
the Effect of it, in bringing about the 
Great Work of our Redemption by JIESus 
CHRIS, being ſo compleat, regular and 
wile. as plainly to ſhew, that nothing elſe 
but Gop could be the Author, afford 
ſufficient Ground for the Mind ſteadily to 
acquieſce in its Aſſent that IE sus CHRIST 
is the True Meſſias. This Point is very well 
ſtated by Mr. Lowth *, who, having ue 
| t Ore 
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fore obſerved the Myſtical Senſe of the 


Prophetick Writings, ſays; © Theſe Pro. 
< vidential Congruities between the Times 
„ of the Old and New Teſtament, as a 
Learned Writer ſtyles them, do very 
4 much confirm the Authority of both 
< Teftaments. From hence we learn that 
tlie Scriptures comprehend one entire 
< Scene of Providence which reaches from 
e one. End of the World to the other: 
And that Gop, who is the Beginning 
% and End of all Things, by various Steps 
« and Degrees purſues one great Deſign, 
< viz. The ſetting up the Kingdom of his 
4 So N, thro' the 4 Ages ot the World, 
„ and will {till carry it on by ſuch Mea- 
4 ſures as ſeem beſt to his Infinite Wit- 
dom, till the Great Day of the Conſum- 
« mation of all Things. Such a gradual 
* opening this wonderful Scene of Provi- 
« dence, is a new Argument of that In- 
& finite Wiſdom which contrived it, and 
* ſo fully juſtifies this Myftical Way of 


« propounding it. 


3. AND ſince theſe Myſtical Interpre- 
tations of the Apoſtles were delivered as 
"Diſcoveries of the ſecret Mind or Purpoſe 
of Goo, it alſo follows, That none but 
an inſpired Perſon can convey them to us. 
So that if any Perſon, not inſpired - -

ing ſufficiently proved, by other Argu- 
ments, that the Quotations in the New 
were made and applied by ſuch Per- 
ſons as were duly informed of the ſe- 
cret or myſtical Deſign of Providence 
in them: For all the Intent of theſe Quo- 
tations and Expoſitions being to lay open 
the ſecret Purpoſe of GOD, concealed 
under the ſeveral Ceremonies and Pro- 
pheſies, inſerted, appointed or brought 

about by the Divine Deſignation to that 
Purpoſe, the Revelation of this was all 
that was needful, and all that the Apo- 
ſtles were engaged for, as to this Par- 
ticular. But ſtill, for the Manner of ex- 
preſſing themſelves in theſe Quotations, 
it does not certainly appear that they con- 
ſined themſelves to any human Rules then 
in Uſe among the Jeres And they being 
for the wal Part illiterate Men, it does 
not ſeem very probable, that they did ſo 
confine themſelves, or indeed know any 
thing of them: Nor does it ſeem at all 
more likely, that the HoLY GRH OST 
ſhould inſtruct them in theſe Forms, their 
Writings being as well deſigned for = 
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Uſe of all Men as of the Je. How- 
ever, tho it could be proved never fo 
plainly, that the Apoſtles did confine them · 
ſelves in their Quotations to any ſuch 
Rules; yet would not this in the leaſt 
alter the Caſe, the Fundamental Reaſon 
of their myſtical Application being | ſtill . 
the ſame, viz. The Revelation of the ſe» 
cret Will of Go p, concealed under them.
